The  "Bibliography  of  Scientific 
and  Technical  Literature  Relating  to  Egypt"  published  by 
the  Survey  Department  of  Egypt  in  19 10  covers  the  period 
1800 — 1900  and  at  present  it  is  not  considered  necessary  to 
separate  the  references  to  the  Sudan  prior  to  1900.  The 
present  publication  is  an  expansion  of  a  manuscript  compiled 
by  Mr.  J.  E.  M.  Mellor,  M.  A.,  formerly  Assistant  Entomologist 
to  this  Government,  who  placed  it  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Scientific  Research  Committee,  and  the  Committee  is  glad  to 
acknowledge  this  valuable  beginning. 

The  Bibliography  is  divided  into  sections,  of  which  a 
list  is  given  on  the  next  page,  each  section  being  arranged 
alphabetically  according  to  authors.
